AMERICAN JiNGOISM. 


Fear Felt of Invasion by Japs by 
Pacific Coast States, this Report 
Says. 


Washington, Jan, 13.—The activity 
of the Pacific Coast delegations which 
have called at the White House and 
War Office, puts a new and grave 
phase on the Japanese question, Tak- 
en jointly the conclusion drawn from 
the conference is that the Pacific 
Coast states have combined to de- 
mand either an exclusion law or that 
the Pacific Coast be fortified, Hither 
course would be inopportune at the 
present moment from a government 
point of view, for the Japanese gov- 
ernment might be inelined to take 
umbrage, with the consequence that 
a conflict would be precipitated 
months before the American battle- 
ship fleet could arrive on the ecene, 

As to fortifying the coast, that 
would take years and vast expendi- 
ture, while recent lessons, especially 
that of Port Arthur, have shaken faith 
in the coast fortifications liable to 
dsclation by semsattack or, by a supe- 
rior invading army from inland. The 
government fully realizes that the 
only efficient way to protect the coast 
is to have a militant fleet ready to 
strike hard at any possible enemy on 
the opening of hostilities, The delega- 
tion that conferred with Assistant 
Secretary of War Olivér, was made up 
of Adjutant-General’s Lanck, of Cali- 
fornia, Hamilton of Washington and 
Pinzer of Oregon, 

They said the Pacific coast States 
would be willing to organize compan- 
for coast defence if the Federal 
government would bear the initial 
cost of equipment. The weakest spot 
on the Pacific coast is Puget Sound 
A rumor that Admiral Evans will pro- 
ceed to the Sound when he reaches 
’Frisco is the basis for the assumption

All Records Broken for B.C. in Month 
of December. 


Victoria, June 18—The receipts from 
timber for the month of December 
last were the largest for any one 
month in the history of the province. 
From all sources connected with tim- 
ber, the province received $234,451.07, 
making the figure for the first six 
months of the present fiscal year 
$958,125.63, an increase of $390,794.38 
over the receipts for the same period 
of the fiscal year of 1907, 

The receipts for December were 
nearly $100,000 more than the receipts 
during the heaviest month of the fis- 
cal year preceding, which was May 
last, when from timber the province 
realized $140,060.35 Each of the 
last four months have surpassed that 
total, the heaviest prior to December 
being November, when the provincial 
treasury was enriched by $191,883.01

YOUNG FIREMAN KILLED. 


Tragic Fatality at Small! Fire in Mon. 
treal—One Killed, Two Injured. 


Montreal, Jan, 12—A fatal fire oc- 
curred tonight at 7.50 at the corner 
of Notre Dame and Charlevoix 8te. 
Cunegonde, when by a sudden ex- 
plosion, Fireman Paul Gagnon, 26 
years old, and only two years mar- 
tied, was instantly killed by the fal- 
ling of the front brick wall. Two-oth- 
er firemen are seriously injured and 
are lying at the General hospital, The 
coroner will hold an inquest tomorrow 
morning. 

Gagnon’s fellow firement will give 
him a splendid funeral as a remem- 
brance of his heroism.

SHIPPING PROVISIONS 
NORTH BY WAGGONS 


No Snow Between Edmonton and Ath- 
abasca Landing—Thousands of 
Tons of Goods go North to the 
Trading Posts—Fur Will be Very 
Scarce. 


Large quantities of goods are being 
taken north from Kduionton to Atha- 
basen Landing by the various com- 
panies in the city that have trading 
posts in the north. This freight is 
destined for the fur trading posts in 
the north and west and includes pro- 
Visions and articles for trading with 
the Indians and halfbreed fur trap- 
pers, 

Considerable difficulty is ‘being ex- 
perienced this year owing to the lack 
of snow in the north. Between here 
and Atiabasea Landing there 1s little 
or no snow and the freighters are fore. 
ed to use Wagons instead of sleighs. 
This makes the expense ot freighting 
considerably greater, but it is counter- 
balanced by the jact that work is 
seaice this year and homestenders and 
freighters are willing to freight for 
less money in order to secure employ- 
ment during ‘the winter monhts. 
~ Phe. two.eampabwa that ship dhe 
greatest quantity of goods to these 
northern posts from Edmonton are 
the Hudson's Bay company and Re- 
villon Bros. W. IT. Liveck, chief fae- 
tor of the Hudson's Bay company, 
stated that every year his company 
ship as much as 1,500,000 pounds of 
goods north. The goods destined for 
the posts up the \thabasea River west 
of Athabasca Landing, are taken up 
during Use winter, Alth h th 
is not very deep this winter, freight- 
ers report that there is sufficient north 
f the Landing to haul these goods up 
on sleighs. That portion of the freight 
which goes north is kept at the Land- 
ing until spring and is sent down the 
river in boats, 

Mr. Livock stated that reports from 
the north which he had received from 
time to time indicated that the pres- 
ent winter was a very poor one ior 
the fur trade, and that the supply of 
furs brought down next summer from 
the trading posts would in all proba- 
bility be much less than that of pre- 
vious years.

MAY BE APPEALED 


Judge Burbidge’s Decision in Refer. 

ence to Mining Concession Goes 
Against the Guggenheim and Oth. 
er Biz Interests, 


Dawson City, Jan. 13—The decision 
rendered on Thursday by Judge Bur- 
bidge of the Exchequer court of Can- 
ada goes against all the gigantic min- 
ing concessions of the Klondike, but 
since the decisions favor the crown, 
appeals may be taken transferring the 
eases to the Supreme Court of Oan- 
ada. The concessions involved are 
the Palmer and Doig, Anderson, Bron- 
son and Bayflat Creek, worth in the 
aggregate n million doilars. The And- 
erson and Bronson are Guggenheim 
holdings, 

The Gugg*nheims were so confident 
that they would win, that last summer 
they bought the concessionaries’ equ- 
ity and placed a mammoth dredge in 
the middie of the Anderson. The judge 
says in his decision that he has not 
the consent of the parties to the 
contest to render his decision, so it 
may be appealed to a higher court, 
but sinee bis health will not. permit 
his full’ attention he feels justified 
and has a precadent, Otherwise it 
would necessitate a rehearing at Daw- 
son at a cost of hundreds of dollars,

Working through in- 
formation gained from the prisoner 
and from other sources the detective 
force set out to secure the gang whose 
quarters had been located. The 
men, five in number, had rented a 
house on Newton street, Elmwood, 
and there the plunder irom their 
various operations wa: piled. The 
police went to the house and = found 
that the men were absent, having be- 
come frightened by the capture of one 
of their number. Trail was picked 
up, leading out of the city to the east, 
and gradually it was worked out. 

Detectives Stodgett, McDonald, 
Smith, Stark, Green and Inspector 
Leech followed the men several miles 
out into the country and finally found 
them camping in the busin along. the 
C.P.R. line to Birch Hill. 

The men were surrounded and plae- 
ed under arrest withort a struggle. 
When the detectives came upon them 
three of the men were asleep, while 
the fourth was keeping waten. The 
men were in a patch of thick} shrub 
a mile and a half off the diamond 
at Whittier Junction and about seven- 
ty yards trom the track. Laying 
around on the snow were heaps of 
the plunder which they packed away 
with them in their hasty flight. 
Nine valises; jammed with all sorts 
of articles and a stack of clothing 
were thrown together premiscuously 
and one of the men said aiterwards 

t it wus the jatention of the 
gang to have stolen a team of 
horses Jater in the day and with 
their assistance to get across the 
United States boundary. : 

The prisoners were piled into a 
rig and a farmer's two-lgrse wagon 
was required to bring the plunder 
to the police station. After the Flm- 
wood house had been wsited — this 
plunder filled the wagon almost to 


overflowing and made one of the 
greatest collections of junk ever 
seen outside of a damaged goods 
sale. Nothing seemingly had been 
too small or insignificant to escape 
the burglars

Burn 
once ran over the Reston Marathon 
coutve and beat "Caffrer’s time for 23 
miles, Arthur is also desirous that a 
race should be pulled off between Elkin 
and Chandler, the coast racers, and then 
he would like to be matched with the 
winner to prove who is the best in the 
west, At the time, two years ago, when 
Burn made the 23 miles in better than 
record time over the Boston Marathon

miles was that he sprained his ankle at 
the 23rd mile, At the time he quit he 
had beaten Caffrer’s record by two min- 
utes, and Caffrey’s time has oeen the 
record of the course until Tom Longboat 
trimmed it down by four minutes.
